THIRD-TERM TALK. 
From the Boston Evening Tranecript. 

Will there be a tniru-term candidate 
for the presidency in 1920? Even the 
most favored among the journalists 
twrho cultivate the approaches to “the 
throne of Administration” disagree in 
their answers to that increasingly in- 
teresting question. To the 
Times of Sunday Mr. Charles H. Grasty 
telegraphs that the President can have 
the nomination of his Barty “even 
without the asking,” and that while 
the Republican politicians will tell you 
that “the third-term handicap” would 
make him the easiest candidate to de- 
feut, “they tremble in their boots” at 
the possibility of his consenting to ac- 
cept a third-term nomination, and 
“jvok pale in the gills while they are 
telling you.”” In spite of their tremors 
and their pallor, Mr. Grasty reports 
that “among those of President Wil- 
son's friends who have no ax to grind, 
the sentiment seems pretty solidly 
against his permitting himself to be 
drawn into a third-term fight,”” these 
iriends apparently differing from Mr. 
Grasty in their interpretation of Re- 
publican pallor. Mr. Grasty concludes 
his survey of the situation with the as- 
surance that “the President will be 
master of himself under al] circum- 
stances and will not be drawn into any 
ill-starred ventures to further the po- 
litical fortunes of others"”—he, too, ap- 
parently accepting with real “reserva- 
tions” Mr. Grasty’s reading of the pop- 
ular pulse. 

To the New York World today Mr. 
Louis Seibold telegraphs from Wash- 
ington that “sentiment is pretty gener- 
al among leaders of his‘(Mr. Wilson's) 
party that he will have to be a can- 
Gidate to succeed himself, and while 
most of them concede personal de- 
sires to the contrary, they all believe 
he will not run away from the Re- 
publican challenge to carry the Demo- 
cratic standard.” 


Here are two devoted admirers of
